eries. .

The 
temperature is below normal and 
he soon passes into a state of 
collapse and dies or gradually 
becomes quiet and recovery takes 
place.

Sewing Buttons 


4% is essential to use the best 
six cord thread to sew on but- 
tons. This type of thread is 
strong and smooth, so that it 
will ‘neither knot nor break. This 
six cord construction, however, 
is used only in black and white 
thread, so in selecting colors just 
be sure that you buy the best 
thread and that its color is boil- 
fast. With a double thread take 
two back stitches on the under- 
side of the material. Lay a pin 
over the button and sew over 
this five or six stiches until the 
button is secure. Finish off on 
the under side of the material 
with two or three whipping 
stitches. Remove the pin and 
bull the button up on the thread 
So that. there will: be room for 
the buttonhole’to slip between 
the button and the material.

You will have a natural 
look when you finish but a very 
lovely one. 

Your coiffure is next to be 
considered when you wish to 
wear the new high necklines — 
especially if your nose happens 
to be just a little too big anyway. 
The rule for noses ho:ds whether 
the necklines interest you or not. 
If your nose is interestingly 
large, try playing up to it. Pull 
your hair well off your forehead 
with perhaps just a suggestion of 
softness around the ears and 
nestled close to your neck in the 
back. 

If your nose is very large and 
heavy and there seems to be 
nothing you can do about it, try 
to make, your wave fiuffy and 
soft, but interesting enough to 
soften this harsh feature.

There’s something else about 
noses too, that perpetual shine 
that many of them have. Shiny 
noses usually indicate an oily 
skin but not always. Sometimes 
they appear when the rest of 
the skin is dry and sensitive. If 
your skin does happen to be oily, 
try scrubbing it thoroughly with 
soap and water at least once but 
preferably twice a day and 
Cleanse in between times with a 
liquid cleanser.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


MEALS OF FISH 
WORTH TRYING 


By JUDITH WILSON 
AVE you ever visited the little 
towns along the New Eng- 
land coast where the fishing 
fieets pull in to deposit the 
silvery multitudes gleaned from 
the sea? If so you know some of 
the thrill and danger of the 
fishermens’ lives? And perhaps 
you know some of the hearty 
dishes that the wives of the fish- 
ermen make from their gleam- 
ing haul. 

If you have never had the de- 
lightful experience of visiting a 
fishing village, then go out into 
ycur kitchen. prepare a mess of 
haddock, a lobster stew or clam 
chowder and pretend that you 
are on board one of the fishing 
vessels. The men of the sea de- 
mand substantial fare so you had 
better see that appetites are keen 
when you prepare a real fish 
meal. 

Delicious Haddock 

One of the cheapest varieties 
of fish—haddock—is also one of 
the most tasty when it is proper- 
ly“ prepared. About the simplest, 
and I think the best, way to pre- 
pare it is baking in cream. Cut 
the fish into long narrow fillets, 
roll and skewer with tcothpicks. 
Season well with salt and pep- 
rer, roll in flour, tnen dip in 
beaten egg and roll in fine, dry 
bread crumbs. 

Butter a baking dish and ar- 
range the fillets close together 
in it, dot with butter and pour 
in enough thin cream to about 
half cover the rolls. Bake in a 
moderate oven for about twenty 
minutes. Serve very hot with 
Savory potatoes. 

Clam Chowder 

To make clam chowder boil 
about three dozen small clams 
in two quarts of water until the 
shells open. Have a little minced 
onion, parsley and thyme in the 
water. When the clams open, re- 
move the meat and chop fine. 
Set aside while you saute in 
butter, two slices of salt pork. 
finely diced, tgvo small onions, 
chopped, one leek, chopped, a 
small green pepper and a small 
stalk of celery, chopped. Strain 
the broth in which the clams 
were cooked over. this mixture 
and let simmer for forty - five 
minutes. Add three diced raw 
potatoes, two tomatoes or one 
cup of canned tomato, the 
chopped clams and a few leaves 
of celery and parsley. Add three 
cups of milk and salt and pepper 
to season. 

Stuffed Mushrooms 

Mushrooms stuffed with crab- 
meat make a luncheon delicacy 
for dainty appetites. Allow six 
mushroom caps for each person. 
Peel them and brown whole in 
butter. Sprinkle with one - half 
tablespoon lemon juice, diluted 
with two teaspoons water. This 
will prevent discoloration. Ar- 
range the mushroom caps hol- 
low-side up in individual baking 
dishes and fill with a mixture of 
crab “flakes fried in butter,

Stormy 
Radical . . . He Tried 
To Crush Parliament 


Tom Mann, 


OM MANN, patriach of the 

British radical movement, 
whose proposed visit to the 
United States was held up pend- 
ing a decision on his visa by 
Secretary of Labor Perkins, has 
long been a thorn in the side of 
Great Britain. England’s most 
famous Communist is now 177 
years old. 

Throughout his evet:.tful life, 
in four continents, Tom Mann 
has waged a bitter fight “for the 
complete emancipation of the 
working classes.” He was arrest- 
ed at least a dozen times in vari- 
ous countries, kicked out of five 
countries and served about three 
terms in jail. As late as last 
January he was released [rom 
Brixton prison in England after 
sel'ving @ Brief term for his radi- 
€al activities, 

The British Isles, New Zealand, 
Australia, South Africa, Franiee, 
Spain, Belgium, Holand, Ger- 
many, Sweden, Norway, the 
United States, Canada and even 
China khow this picturesque, 
grizzly-gray-haired agitator for 
labor. Tom Mann has carried his 
relentless oratory into all these 
countries during his falf-cen- 
tury of vainly calling upon work- 
ers to revolt. 

Governments feared his pow- 
erful eloquence and flaming ap- 
peal to the workers to “smash 
the Parliaments.” He is, beyond 
dcubt, Britain’s most red-blooded 
revolutionary and therein is the 
explanation of his failure in his 
main objective. He is too “hot” 
even for his native land. 

Tom Mann turned against the 
contemporary order way back in 
1901, when London authorities 
searched his saloon and arrested 
him for ‘watering his beer.’ He 
was tried in Bow Street and fined 
ten pounds and costs. That in- 
cident soured him and he has 
had or given no peace since 
then. {f Tom Main was guilty of 
“watering his becr,’ he never 
afterwards diluted his bitter in- 
vective against Capitalism and 
Parliamentary government. 

“Down under’ in Australia, 
Tom Mann establihsed a Social - 
ist Sunday-school years ago and 
baptized babies into the Social- 
ist faith. When he had them 
baptized, he pinned roSettes and 
streamers to their ciothes bear- 
ing the names and dates together 
with the title of tne Socialist 
Party. 


° * * 

NLY in his early days did 

Tom Mann identify himselt 
with Socialism, That was when 
he started his trade-union agi- 
tation. But always he was on the 
extreme left wing of the Labor 
Party and gradually swung com- 
pletely over to Communism and 
Syndicalism. Had he chosen to 
modify his beliefs and be a 
“pink Sogijalist,"” he might have 
outstripped Ramsay MacDonald 
and become leader of the Labor 
Yarty and Prime Minister of 
England at least twice. 

However, Tom Mann was out 
te destroy. Parliament. British 
workers itened and cheercd but 
did not follow him. One news- 
paver once stated that Manno 
served to prove “the level-head- 
edness of the British people.” He 
aeliveredkhis first speech in Tra- 
falgar Square in 1886 and during 
the Great Dock Strike. Tom 
Mann wis the outstanding lead- 
er in this successful strike, being 
responsible for the distribution 
of food tickets and for the 
picketing. 

In 1901 he quit England after 
his arrest. He migrated to New 
Zealand and investigated work- 
ing conditions. After a hectic 
and short stay dumng which 
time he was arrested once, he 
went to Australia and settled. 
His activity among workers in 
AuStralia caused Officials to get 
efter him and he then went to 
Scuth Africa to organize the 
Rand miners. Shortly after he 
returned to England with the 
Geliberate purpose of carrying 
on a fight “to obliterate Capital- 
ism.” 

In 1912 he wrote his famous 
“Don’t Shoot” pamphlet ad- 
Crésséd to the soldiers in the 
British Army, appealing to them 
to refuse to fire on the strikers, 
This landed him 'in an English 
prison. Tom Mann then seé sail 
for America and drew crowds of 
workers to hear him speak in 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Ohio. At Wind- 
sor, Canada, in 1913, he created 
a sensation by leaving the speak- 
crs’ platform when the chairman 
of the meeting he had just ad- 
Gressed led in the singing of 
“God Save The King.” In his 
speech he had denounced the 
laws as the ‘‘work of dirty gov- 
ernments,” derided the Church, 
belittled the King of Ene.and. 
defied the Canadian police to 
arrest him and scoffed at the 
“so-calléd freedom” of the Amer- 
icans. 

In spite of his failure to do 
many of the things he. set. out 
to.do, Tom Mann played a major 
tale in consolidating. trade - 
unionism in Great Britain.
